be JI am as yet unable to say. The current of 
that river, as you know, is swift and treacher- 
ous, and I want to thoroughly test it. afrer- 
wards I may Visit other parts of the country, 
and, after finishing my jauuts, wi return to 
France and resume my duties in the French 
Life-Saving Service. I have experienced some 
rough usage and have had some very narrow 
escapes while testing my armor in the waters of 
Europe, but,” he said modestly, ‘‘I don’t imag- 
ine it would be of much interest now to your 
American readers to recouut them, as they have 
already appeared in print, iu one form or 
another. My encounter with a shark, how- 
ever, while crossing the Strait of Messina 
in 1877, will ! be remembered by me and 
those who accompanied me on that eventful 
trip. I don’t believe I would have undertaken 


the trip had it not been for the rumors that 


were in cireulation that I dare not try it. The 
waters of this famous strait ere alive with shark 
of the fiercest description at almost all seasons 
of the year, and, before my venture, it was said 
that but one man had ever succeeded in crossing 
it alive, and this was no less a personage than 
Saint Francisco. who, as the legend has it, threw 
off his cloak and over dry-shod. When 
it was giveo out that I was to make the attempt 
to swim overin my armor, old fishermen and 
the natives gave me up as either insane or a man 
in an alliance with the devil. When all my ar- 
rangements were perfected on the l6th of 
March last year, I entered the water during the 
morning, accompanied by two boats filled with 
members of the Italian press, officers of 
the Marine Department, and others, each of 
whom was thoroughly armed to proteet me in 
case I was attacked by the man-eaters,’ as the 
sharks of the straits are justly termed. The 
water was somewhat rough and the current fear- 
fully strong aud hard to battle against, 
paddled away with all my strength, if sue- 


ceeded in making the middle of the strait, with- 
out accident or encountering any of my expected 
foes, although the people in the boats siguted 
several and shouted to me to be on ni guard. 
All at once, when near a crested wave, I saw a 
dark object shooting under tbe water towards 
me, aod knew that it was a shark. I raised my 
bead and the upper part of my body trom the 
water, and, drawing my long and sharp knife 
which I usually carry, awaited his coming. 
I had to wait but a second, as the 
monster was then on to me. I saw 
him turn on his back and open his jaws, 
and then I made a lange for his white belly 
with my knife. The blade penetrated the skin 
a short distance from the mouth, and as soon 
as the shark felt it he made a turn with light- 
ning-like rapidity and hit me a fearful blow on 
the side with his tail, breaking one of my ribs. 
I still retained my boid on the hade of the 
kyife, resolved not to lose it, and was drawn 
under the water by the shark. When I arose to 
the surface my antagonist was not to be seen, 
but it was evident that he had got all he wani- 
ed. I was not frightened in the least by the 
fieh, but I confess | had considerable fear of tee 
men in the boats ac they fired wildly at the 
shark, and I nasrowly escaped the bullets in- 
tended for him. Weil, to make a long story 
short, I eucceedied in makiag the trip all rigut. 
The fishermen nad never heard of such a thing 
beiore, and dubbed me Saint sometaing and 
looked upon me with awe.“ 

Captain, is it true that you were assailed by 
robbers in the streets of Paris last summer!“ 

* Yes,” he answered, aud 1 must confess 
that it was a lively affair and came near result- 
ing disastrously to me and others who accom- 
panied me. ere were eight of us together, 
and we nad been outside the walls aud were 
endeavoring to reach a point where we could 
get conveyance to our quarters in the central 
part of the city.

His longest trip was made on the 
River Tagus from Toledo to Lisbon, this occu- 
pring twenty-seven days. The Captain de- 
scribes the scenes along the banks of this river 
as unusually interesting. The American flag 
which he displfyed was seen for the first time 
by the natives. On arriving at Lisbon he was 
received by thousands of people, aad was very 
warmly welcomed.

The Ultra-Gaseous” State of Matter—Prof. 
William Creekes Solves the Problems of the 
Universe—His Address Before the Heya 
Society 


London Atheneum, Dec. 14. 

The Royal Society, Dec. 5, William Spottis- 
wood, Esq., President, in the chair. The fol- 
lowing paper was read: “On the Illumination 
of Lines of Molecular Pressure, and the Tra- 
jectory of Molecules,” by Mr. W. Crookes. A 
dark space environs the negative pole of an or- 
dinary vacuum tube whenever a spark from an 
induction coil is passed through it. Mr. Crookes 
has made maby experiments in this dark space, 
which appears to offer ‘a promising field of 
research to the physicist, and has suc- 
ceeded in illuminating or making visi- 
ble a layer of molecular disturbance,”’ 
which is identical with the invisible 
layer of molecular pressure or stress,“ that has 
engaged his attention during some years. Re- 
markable effects are produced by long contin- 
ued exhaustion of the tubes or globes subjected 
to experiment. The velocity of the imprisoned 
gaseous molecules is 60 greatly eccelerated that 
light is produced as they strike against their 
walls of glass. A line of molecular force can 
be diverted or twisted by a magnet; and if the 
negative focus be so arranged as to fall on a 
strip of platinum foil the strip melts. An ul- 
tra-gaseous state of matter may de set up, 
until, as Mr. Crookes remarks, the bbhonomena 
in these exhausted tubes reveal to physical sci- 
ence a pew world,—a world where matter ex- 
ists in a fourth state, where the corpuscular tne- 
ory of light holds good, and where light does 
not always moveina straight line; but where 
wecan never enter, and with which we must 
be content to ooserve aud experiment from the 


outside.

There an unusually full meeting at the 
Royal last werk to hear Mr. Crookes an- 
nounce his recent discoveries and to witness a 
repetition of some of the experiments which 
have led to them. In experimenting with elec- 
tric discharges in vacuum tabes he has especial- 
ly examined the dark space which appears round 
the negative pole of an ordinary vacuum tube 
when the spark of an induction coil is passed 
through it. He has used different kinds of 
poles, varving intensity of spark, and different 
gases, and bas from time to time devised freth 
arrangements for giving greater certitude and 
exactness to particular observations. The very 
remarkable conclusion to which he has been 
led is that the phenomena he bas witnessed— 
which are not accidental, but such that he can 
under like conditions reproduce them—reyeal to 
physical science a new yorld, where matter ex- 
lets in a fourth sta itra-gaseous, he has 
termed it—where light does not always move in 
a straight le. A discovery which ail at once 
adds to our knowledge of the three states of 
matter (the solid, the liquid, and the gaseous) a 
fourth state, ultra-gaseous,“ which shows 
that under ce@tain conditions the rejected New- 
tonian emissive theory of light is true, and 
which furnishes a plain optical illustration of 
the fact that light may travel up curves,— 
curves, too, which may be made to continually 
vary,—instead of moving in straight lines, as 
has been believed it always does, is a discoverv 
which deserves to be called “‘epoch-marking.”’ 

Mr. Crookes was very careful to prevent affy 
misconception as to what he meant by emissive 
light.] His paper will not be ready fbr publi- 
cation for some time, but in the notes he read 
he sud that in speaking of a ray ot molecular 
light he had been guided more by a. desire for 
conciseness of expression than bya wish to ad- 
vance a novel theory. He considered, however, 
that the comparison in these special circum- 
stances is strictly correct, and that be is as well 
entitled to speak of a ray of molecular or emis- 
sive light, when its presence is only detected by 
the light evolved on its falling on a suitable 
screen, as he is to speak of a sunbeam in a dark- 
ened room as aray of vibratory or ordinary 
ligut when its presence is ouly to be seen by in- 
terposing an opaque body inits path. In both 
cases the invisible line of force is spoken of as 
* ray of mig. and if custom has made this 
correct, as applied to the undulatory theory, 
it cannot be wrong to apply the expres- 
sion to emisstve liebt.“ It is not easy ig mere 
words, without diagrams of the apparatus for 
refercnce, to make Mr. Crookes’ recen#jexperi- 
meuts generally intelligible. Those acquainted 
with the phenomena of the passage of induc- 
tion sparks in vacuum tubes and wit Mr. 
Crookes’, yarious forms of radiometer will be, 
perhaps. able to gather some iva of the pro- 
cesses from the following explanation: He has 
arranged vessels capable of high exhaustion, 
such as he has used for bis radiometer, and 
torough these has passed induction discharges, 
sealing in terminals at either end. In this wav 
he has studied the‘identity of the :lluminated 
lines, of molecular pressure with the invisible 
moldbular strain he bas been for so mau years 
observing. By iutroducing a cup-shaped fixed 
disk, which ie made the negative pole, he has 
been able to show the focus of the lines of force. 
At very high exhaustion the whole bulb be- 
comes illuminated with greenish yellow, or, ac- 
cording to the g.ass, other colored phosphores- 
cent light. This commences at different 
exhaustions with different gases. It will 
not turn a corver in the slightest de- 
gree, but radiates. from the negative pole 
in straight lines. casting sharp! y-deffned * shad- 
ows” of anything placed in ite path. On the 
other hand, the ordinary luminous phenomena 
of vacuum tubes will pass along any amount of 
curves and angies. From a study of these shad- 
ows Mr. Crookes advances tlie theory that the 


induction spark actually illumivates the lines 


of molecular pressure caused by the electrical 
excitement of the negative — He considers 
that the greenish-yellow light is caused by the 
direct impact of the molecules on the surface 
of the glass. The “shadows” are not optical, 
but molecular shadows, only they are re- 
vealéd by an ordinary illuminating effect. The 
mechanical action of projected molecules has 
been studied, and will be described in the paper. 
The focus of heat of molecular impact was 
shown by an experiment allowing the focus 
from a nearly hemispherical aluminum cup to 
fall on a strip of platinum foil. when the heat 
rose to the meltipg point of platinum. The de- 
flection of the s m of molecules by a magnet 

also shown. The conclusions as to the 
existence of an ultra-gaseous state of 
matter arise from theoretical speculations as to 
the state in which it exists in these highly ex- 
hausted vessels. The modern idea of the 
gaseous state is based upon the supposition 
that a given space contains millions of millions 
of molecules in rapid motion in all directions, 
each having millions of eucounters with others 
inasecond. Insucha the length of the 
ecules is excessively 
small as compared witt?the dimensions of the 
vessels containing it and the properties which 
constitute the ordivary @aseous state of matter, 
and which depend upon coustant collisions, are 
observed. By the great rarefaction which Mr. 
Crookes has, by years of experience, hen now 
able to obtain, the free*path of the molecules 


may be made so long that tne hits iu a second 


are D dle iu comparison with the misses, 
and — molecule is allowed to obey its 
own motions or laws without interference; and 
if the mean free path is comparable to the 
dimensions of the vessel the properties whic 
constitute ty are to a minimum, 
and the ter becomes exalted to an ultra- 
gaseous” state. Thea new aud very decided 
properties come into play.

This matter of the Germania Ins1rance Com- 
pany is now so old that the facts, as bublished 
at the time, may as weill be restated.

py some of the German creditors, at the last 
meeting ot the policy-holders of tbe Company, 
that all was not richt in the Assignee’s course 
in the selling to Mr. Henry. Greenebaum, at 
private sale, for 85.000, the 170 shares of stock 
of ‘Staats-Zeitung Compauy which secured Mr. 
A. C. Hesing’s notes to the Germania for $15,- 
000. Mr. Vocke, the Assignee, stated at that 
time that he tried to get from Mr. Hesing the 

yment of his notes for $15,000; that Mr. 

lesing said he was seriously involved 
and could mot pay, and that his property was 
all mortgaged. Mr. Vocke said he found it was 
a question whether, if the Assignee applied for 
judgment ou the note, he coulda sell his real 
estate at such a price as would secure anything 
for the creditors of the Germania.

The Adulteration of Sugar—Letter from a 
Wholesale Grocer. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 
Kroxvk, la., Dec. 28.—I am a daily reader of 


your paper. and have been for the dart ten or 


more years. I have been in the wholesale gro- 
cery trade for twenty years or more in this city. 
I have been accustomed to buy, and am now 
more largely than ever buying, for distribution 
many thousands of barrels of sugar¢annually ; 
therefore, as a merchant, ought to know some- 
thing of that article. I have just read in your 
last Friday’s paper an article headed, “ Fight of 
the Sugar Ring,“ which just suits me. 

The “adulteraters of sugar (I don’t call 
them refiners) sent the circular you refer to, ac- 
companied with the most piteous letters, beg- 


ging the co-operation of the jobbers here to 


stand by this great industry.” The paper 


was presented to the five wholesale houses do- 


ing business here, and, I understand, not one 
would sign it. For myself, I consider 


interest of a few great and rich refiners. 


The situation is such that not only the dealer 


but the consumer is at the mercy of the refiner. 


You must buy his slop if vou want a fair grade 
of grocery sugar. The same issue of your paper 
quotes raw sugar in New York, “ fair to good 
refining,” 64¢ to 644 cents. Now these men of 


whom I write will buy this pure cane sugar, and, 


after *‘ refining ’’ it, will put it in nice, new bar- 


rels, raising the grade so far as looks go, and sell 
it for half a cent per pound less, and grow rich 
at it. - 

There is no use talking; every intelligent 
wholesale grocer in your city will tell you they 
know these things are so. They know that 
most of the vellow C sugars, which are the 
staple and most largely-consumed of all sugars, 
are by the present method of refining adulter- 
ated largely, and most especially with what may 
be called starch,—a species of grape-sugar, or 


glucose, a substance ug no deleterious 
not contaminated witb. 


sulphuric acid, tin, or other chemicals used in 


qualities, if pure an 
clarifying. 


This grape sugar is a very extensive article of 


traffic,- and its value is less than half chat of 
pure cane sugar. it is very heavy, and in one 
f its forms — bye 2 and is as heavy.

o vast N are made, and great 
factories, as well as t for tunes, have been 
built up in the past fe years in its manulact- 


ure. | 

The article known as corn sirup so generally 
in use these latter davs is about three-fourths 
giucose, andthe other fourt > pare cave sirup 
added to give it all the color and sweet you find 
in it. 

It is no secret that these corn-sirup makers 
buy car-loads of good cane sirup in your own 
city, and take it out to their corn-pile to com- 
pound their stuff. There is httle or no sweelen- 
ing power in it. 

As well—if one had the skill to dissolve eicht 

nds of starch, adding two pouuds af good, 
honest sugar—you would have a galion of just 
as good sirup. If peovle want such stuff, and 
will buy it. the supply will always be equal fo 
the demand. 

The case with sugar is more difficult. The 
duty on sugar was fixed bv and is to-day largely 
in the control of the powerful ring of sugar re- 
finers. Powerful because rich. Powertul, be- 
cause they concentrate their efforts. Powerful, 
because anv interest with fifty or more millions 
of dollars in the hands of ten men, who have 
and can again spend à million in the lobby of 
Congress, may well snap their fingers at the 
weak aod disjointed efforts of the consumers. 
No wonder ther sneer at men who, like Mr. 
Boothe and Mr. Sherman, of Nes York, uvon 
their oaths testified before the Wood Commis- 
sion that they “knew of these adulterations, 
and that it was hopeless to prosecute this great 
industry successfully without resorting to the 
same practices as is now in vogue iu most of the 
refineries.”’ 

In old times a barrel of refined yellow C sugar 
weighed, say, 200 or 250 pounds; now it weighs 
300 or 350 pounds. 

Then, in cold or warm weather, you could put 
a sugar-auger into aod through a barrel; vow 
you might as well try to bore a hole into a 
barrel of gutta percha as to sample, in this way, 
a modern barrel of so-called yellow sugar in 
weather like the present. 

If we must have a tax on sugar to protect our 
bome industry in Louisiana,—and I think it is 

ust,—let. us have a uniform tax on all grades 

low a certain fixed standard and another on 
ali grades above, thereby stopping tae leaks in 
the New York Custom-House, and at the same 
time make it more possivie for good grades of 
what are known as grocery sugars to be had by 
the consumer. 

If people want to ruin their health on raw 
sugar, as the refiners say they will, give them a 
chance. and don’t compel them louger to dic 
with slow poison in the shape of a cheaical 
compound called sugar, but really a conglomer- 
ation of all sorts of vile stuff, so villainous you 
must hald your nose in hot weatoer. 

How far these cbemicaled sulphuric acid, mu- 
riate of tin, grape sugar, glucose com pounds are 
responsible for the great increase of throat and 
diphtheric diseases, | leave tor the doctors. 

No refiner or dealer who has investigated will 
take home to ui family the kind of sugar 1 
write about. Ther make it and keep it fo sei/ 


it is the unsophisticated countryman who buys | 
it. But to be honest und fair, even giving the 


Devil bis due, I except from mv indictment 
most of the high grades of refined. especially 
what are known as Aard sugars.

SECRETARY SHERMAN’S MISTAKE. 

The Chicago organ of the gold monopo- 
lists is still engaged in the futile effort to 
defend Secretary Suxenman’s discrimination 
against the standard silver dollar as a co 
equal and intregal factor in the American 
monetary system, and contends that the re- 
cent Treasury circular concedes all thad the 
silver pattisans” ought to demasd. Yet 
the organ of the gold monopolists fails ut- 
terly to explain why the Secretary exacts 
that there shal! be redemption in silver out- 
side of New York only in sums of $1,000 and 
multiples thereof. It is forced to admit that 
if the Secretary has any authority to redeem 
elsewhere than at the Sub-Treasury in New 
York, that authority would enable him to 
redeem in sums of $50 as well as sums of 
$1,000, Then why hasn’t he so ordered it? 

But, aside irom the question of the re- 
demption of notes in silver, the organ of the 
Chicago gold monopolists ignores the other 
evidences of Secretary SureMan’‘s determina- 
tion not to recognize the silver dollar as a 
full and equal legal-tender, of which the 
Government should avail itself along with 
its other resources. During the ten months 


the Secretary has in no single instance that 
we are aware of tendered silver dollars in 
the discharge of any current indebtedness, 
but has permitted these silver dollars te ac- 


purpose of creating the impression that they 
will not circnlate.

MAN desires to have a different construction 
put upon the word, since he himself does not 
order the payment of silver in the City of 
Washington to officeholders or bondholders, 
where the main stock of silver dollars is at 
hand, and where millions of dollars are dis- 
bursed in payment of interest and official 
salaries. |

Is this, in the opimon of Harpers Weekly, 
a case which warrants the President in 
standing upon his technical rights? ‘Will 
the President, in the opinion of the Weekly, 
be justified in sacrificing the good of the 
customs service at the great port of New 
York to a nice sense of honor regarding his 
prerogative?

THE ENGLISH SERFS. 
The distress of the agricultural population 
in England is severe beyond all precedent, 
and there is hot ahy reason to believe it will 
soon be relieved. The London newspapers 
are full of reports of it. As usual, it is felt 
that somebody or some party is to blame; 
and the leader-writers striking out as if 
they were trying to reach this party or per- 
son, and“ put a stop to the wicked practices 
complained of. It seems never to have 
occurred to them—if it has, they do not say 
so—that it is a system which is to blame. 
While the present land-system of England 
remains, the agricultural population must be 
periodieally subject to a loss of wages, want 
of proper food and clothing, starvation and 
death. It is idle to hold any person, or set 
of persons, or any Government, responsible 
for a state of affairs caused by the free work- 
ing of a system which lies at the foundation 
of British institutions themselves. 
The land of England and those parts 
of Scotland under cultivation are di- 


domains as they 
choose to have put in farms to about 
300,000 tenants. The tenants in turn em- 
ploy about 4,000,000 laborers. The distress 
ia Ehgland and Scotland is in the latter class. 
In Ireland the tenants and laborers are the 
same, and all alike are destitute and impover- 
ished. But in England the tenants are 
farmers ortably well to do, while all the 
burden & pauperism falls upon the laborers. 
In good years, the laborers are paid bare- 
ly sufficient to keep them in the neces- 
saries of life. gin bad years, or when foreign 
competition is icularly fierce, they get 
only a moiety of their old wages, or perhaps 
nothing at all. Having no reserve-fund to 
fall back upon, they cannot average the good 
years with the bad, The former mein hfe 
for them, and the latter death or pauped}m. 
“The only remedy which the ruling classes 
of Great Britain have found thus far for this 
extreme destitution is a vast system of out- 
door relief. Pauperism has been officially 
recognized and established as a British insti- 
tution. Not to go fully into the statistics of 
the subject, it is ient to say that pau- 
perism has been ually but steadily in- 
creasing. The poor clagses are getting their 
right to life, liberty, and the pursuit of hap- 
piness in an inequitable and ineffective way, 
it is true, but they are getting it all the same. 
The only question at present is how long this 
relief will be given u ngly to those 
who have the right to claim it. When the 
paupers get above a certain per cent of the 
population it must occur to the ruling 
classes that outdoor relief is an awkward 
and expensive way to give the tillers of the 
soil the compensation to which they are 
justly entitled. 

It is possible that before this remedy is 
reached another and more efigctual one may 
be provided. The lower classes of England 
have been like dumb, driven cattle for many 
years. They have been serfs in everything 
but name. At the very time when English 
philanthropists were exerting themselves 
most excitedly for the liberation of our 
slaves, they had at their own doors, and in 
their own midst, an equal number of white 
men whose condition was no better. But 
the condition of the serfs of England is no 
longer what it was. The GLapstoyg Gov- 
ernment placed weapons in their hands when 
the bill providing for free schools and com- 
pulsory education was passed. Since that 
time the enlightenment of the people has 
been taking place. They are beginning to 
see how and why they are poor and others 
abut them are rich. They have learned

It should be remembered, in turning 
this subject, that the one solid and durable 
result of the French Revolution—the one 
which has made the French people ever since 
the most contented and prosperous in Eu- 
rope—was the distribution of the land among 
the people, and the altering of the law of 
inheritance. In all France and in the Rhige 
Provinces which were, under the Code Na- 
POLEZON, a part of France, the law of inherit- 
ance has remained unchanged seventy years. 
It has had the effect of dividing the land of 
France among 4,000,000 small proprietors, 
who till it themselves. When Great Britain 
adopts a similar system, and not till then, 
the distress of the agricultural population 
will be permanently relieved. 


THE GERMAN BAUMER CASE. 

The publication of the official correspond- 
ence bétween the State Department, the 
late Minister Bayarp TATLon, and the Ger- 
man Minister of Foreign Affairs, shows that 
the bullabaloo which some people were dis- 
posed to make over the case was prematnre 
and gratuitous. The story of Mr. Baturn’s 
citizenship is as follows: He is a native of 
Munster, Westphalia, whence he emigrated 
to this country in 1868, being then between 
20 and 21 years of age. He took up his res- 
idence in Chicago, and in due course of time 
became an American citizen through a regu- 
lar compliance with the naturalization laws. 
In September, 1877, Mr. Baburn returned to 
Westphalia to visit his parents, and after 
residing there a few months the Gov- 
ernmen§ summoned him to appear before 
‘the proper authorities, and, on the theory 
that he had emigrated to America simply for 
the purpose of evading his military duties, 
and that it was his intention te egain take 
up @ permanent residence in Germany, he 
was notified that he must leave the German 
Empire, or, in ease he intended to remain, 
must perform the military duties required of 
German subjects. Baumer came back to 
America, complained to the Government of 
the United States that he had been expelled 
from Germany in violation of the Treaty of 
1868, and claimed damages from the German 
Government by reason of the inconvenience 
and pecuniary loss to which he had been sub- 
jected. 
Baumen’s accougt of the affair and that oft 
the German Minister, after an official inves- 
tigation, differ in some material respects. 
He represented to the Washington Govern- 
ment that he was summoned j fore the Mag- 
istrate immediately upon his arrival in Mun- 
ster, and, after his examination, was notified 
to quit the Empire, and subsequently did so 
under compulsion. The German official 
statement is to the effect that he had resided 
there several months; that the authorities 
were not satisfied that his sojourn was in- 
tended to be temporary; that, after 
the of expulsion, the only 
request he Wade was that the time for his 
stay be extended, which request was grant- 
ed; and that he failed to carry up a protest 
to the ultimate authorities who, had he done 
so, would have granted him the privilege of 
remaining the two years stipulated in the 
Treaty of 1868 as the limit of a visit or tem- 
porary sojourn. It is certain that he did not 
apply to the American Mini@er residing in 
Berlin, for Minister Tartodg; in one of his 
letters to the State Department, expresses a 
surprise and regret that Babu did not seek 
the assistance of the Legation, which had 
always been able to secure a stay of proceed- 
ings, anda final decision in conformance 
with the terms of the Treaty of 1868, when- 
ever its protection had been invoked. 

The reply of the German Government 
seems to be reasonable and satisfactory, as it 
is certainly friendly. It refuses to recognize 
any obligation for damages (1) because the 
Royal Government has the right of ordering 
the expulsion of foreigners for reasons suf- 
ficient unto iteelf,—a right that has long 
been established in international law and not 
forfeited by the Treaty of 1868, and (2). be- 
gause Mr. Baumen did not exhaust his reme- 
dies m resisting the order of expulsion, but 
merely requested an extension, and volunta- | 
rily quit the country before the extended 
period had expired. The position seems to 
be a good one. At the same time, the Min- 
ister holds himself in readiness to protect 
Mr. Baumer in the two years’ residence if he 
desires to return to Germany, and volunteers 
the assurance that in all future cases he 
will take care that the general points of 
view established by the Imperial Government 
shall also receive*full consideration at the 
hands of the local authorities.” 

It is not unlikely that the Royal author. 
ities of Westphalia were hasty and unfea- 
sonable in their treatment of Mr. Bavurs, 
but this may be excused to a consider- 
able extent on several accounts. Local 
authorities in the different States and 
provinces of Germany ate not yet thor- 
oughly familiar with the changes of rela- 
tions secured by the Treaty of 1868, aud, 
indeed, not fully accustomed to subordinate 
their actions to the control of the Imperial 
Government in abstract and political ques- 
ions, Besides, the authorities in Westphalia, 
and elsewhere in Germany, have been sub- 
jected to much annoyance and trouble 
by cases in which individuals bave deliber- 
ately sought to use American natural. 
ization for the purpose of avoid. 
ing the duties of German ci 

after returuing to Germany with the purpose 
of residing there permanently. Finally, the 
naturalized citizens themselves do not prop- 
erly understand their rights, and fail to seek 
the aid and protection of the proper author 
ities. The mistakes growing out of these

does not warrant a breach between the Ger-

Bayard Taylor and His Habits. 

G. N. Smaliey in Cleveland Herald. 
Bayard Tarlor wrote a beautiful hand. He 
detested blind and slovenly writing, and used 
to "sav that ‘any man could write plainly who 
would make an effort. His manuscript was the 
delight of printers. Mr. Taylor wrote quietly 
and steadily, and produced a great deal more 
copy“ in a given time than any ove would 
suppose him capable of who observed his ap- 
parent ease and absence of hurry.

. THE LOTTERY IN SPAIN. 

I had gone the other morning to pay my de- 
votions to the Virgin, not our Lady of Atocha 
wre Virgin from Autioch), tor any of the mani- 

est virgins in brocade fore whom candies 
burn in Madrid churches, but our Lady of 
Raphael, as you see her on the walls of the 
Madrid Gallery, in the picture called La Per- 
la.” ‘This gallery is One of the elories of mod- 
ern civilization, and whenever my mindin the 
years of absence reverted to Spain, | found that 
it rested on the Museum in the Prado. I have 
friends on those walls whom 1 could not miss 
seeing without feeling that I bad transgressed 
the sacred rights of iriendship.—“ La Perla,“ 
„The Meninas,’’ ** The Surrender of Breda,“ —all 
the works ot the incumparable Velasquez. I am 
afraid I worship there more than in the churches, 
for there realiy are no churches in Madrid, 
no more than in New York or .Bostoo, I had 
made mv devotions, and was strolitug hotue 
th the Calle San Geronimo, when an un- 
usual bustie attracted my attention. Newsboys 
were shouting extra newspapers, aud loungers 
were running out of the cafes, and wayfarers 
stopped to read,—to read with strained and 
breathless attention. 1 thought the King had 
been shut; or the Ministry bad resigned, or the 
favorite buli-fighter had died, or that there was 
some other incident of a transcendent character. 
So I purchased an extra and stopped to read 
and found it was only columns of figures, a 
that these figures recited the prizes in the lot- 
tery. The lottery had been drawn that morn- 
ing, and all Madrid, all Spain was palpitating 
over it. 

HOW LOTTERIES ARE MANAGED. 

If I were asked to name the first evil in Spain, 
the first that should attract the reformer’s eves, 
I would say the lottery. The Government man- 
ages it. I asked a Spanish friend whether the 
management was perfectly bonest. Tes,“ he 
answered, it isthe most honest thing in 
Spain.“ As 1 had no interest in the lottery I 
took my paper home and studied it. 1 discov- 
ered that lotteries were frequently held in 
Spain. In this special drawing there were 1,894 
* and the value ot the money distributed 
was $166,440. There was one principal prize of 
$16,000, and three others, respectively $10,000, 
$4,000, and $2,000. There were three of $1,000 
each, two ot $510 each, and 1,8470f $60 each. 
The paper did not say how many tickets were 
sold, but there were numbers on my prizé-list 
running as high as 88,000. Each ticket is divided 
into ten parts, each part costing 60 (ents, Mak- 
ing the value of a complete ticket 
$6. It, therefore, 38,000 tickets were 
sold at $6 apiece, there would be a reve- 
nue to the Government from this lottery aloge, 
after paying all the prizes, of $61,500. I ob- 
served that the first prize, No. 959, had beer 
drawn in Cadiz, and that of the otber great 
prizes one was drawn in Seville, two in Madrid, 
ana one in Getafe, a little count; town on the 
war to Andalusia. This, however, was only a 
small lottery; the great one comes at Corist- 
mas. Tue first prize in this is $500,000, and the 
price of each ticket is $100. The Government 
gives the great lottery ouce a year as a Corist- 
mas Sey to Spain. 2 cannot ** one- 
toon $10: and ag INA money iu 
Spain, many a Spaniard will have a dinneriess 
and supperless Christmas in his daring venture 
for fortune. One hates to think of the moral 
effect of a venture like this upon the character 
of a people. If it were now and then, for a 
special purpose,—a hospital, a church, or an 
asylum,—it might be pardoned as a veujial sin, 
like dram drinking or failing to vote on 
election day. But this appeal to chance every 
fort nicht, aud at the end of the year a supreme 
appeal, wito fortunes in the wheel, cannot but 
deaden the moral sense and the pride of a 
community. ‘Ibe lottery, however, is a feature 
in Spain. Wherever you go—to the cafe, the 
church, or the raiiway station—you are pursued 
by cripples, children, womend,—al) vendiug their 
lottery tickets.

The British Premter's Peerage. 
Philadetvhia Press. 

Lord Beaconstield is reported to have a desire 
that his title shall not become extinct on bis 
death. The patent of nobility (which is a docu- 
ment in Latin, setting forth the reasons whvfhis 
Royal mistress has “graciously pleased” to 
raise him to the House of Lords) contains the 
usual clause of limitation that the title and its 

rnivileges should descend only to tde male 
— of his bodv lawfully begotten.“ It hap- 
pens that Lord Beaconsfield never had such an 
heir or heirs. But there is a way by which the 
Earidom can be continued, such as was resorted 
to several years ago, in Lord Brougham’s case. 
It may be remembered that, in November, 1830, 
w Henry Brougbam, then the most popular 
of British subjects, accepted the office of Lord 

lor, much against his venerable motber's 
advice and desire, he was raised to the peerage 
as Baron Bruvugham and Vaux,—taking the 
second title as representative of a branch 
of an ancient and noble Border family. Tb 1860, 
not ing a son, be obtained a new patent of 
nobility, witn what is called “special remain- 
der’’ to bis youngest and only surviving brother 
William, at that cime Master in Chancery. In 
7868, the great Lord Brougham died, and was 
succeeded, under the second patent, by his 
brother, who is now in his Sach year, and has 
several sons. Disraeil’s case much resembles 
this. He has no son. He hada sister, who is 
dead, and of his two brothers, James, who was 
a Commisstoner of Intand Revente, expired 
some years back, leaving his little fortune

THE CONTINENTAL LIFE: 


Slew Progress Toward a Dividend, as De- 
scribed by Receiver O'Neill’s Representa- 
tive. 


From Our Own Correspondens. 

New York, Dec. 29.—Judging from personal 
experiences, it is not at all easy to find Mr. 
O'Neill, who was appointed Receiver of the de- 
funct Continental Life-{nsurance Company by 
Judge -Westbrdok in May, 1877. After several 
ineffectual attempts, it may be well to give first 
the statement made by Mr. Tobias, the gentle- 
man who answers for Mr. O’Neill at the Con- 
tinental office, though it is not known exactly 
what bis position is. Whether clerk or attorney 
his title, he is practically the*Receiver. As 
many of the 20,000 poliev-holders are eager to 
know what has or has not been done toward 
closing up the affairs of the Continental, Mr. 
Tobias’ account will be of interest, in advance 
of further information. It will be remembered 
that the Continental was placed in the hands 
of Mr. Anderson, the first ~ Keceiver, 
Uct. 25, 1876, with liabilities ef some 
$6,000,000, and assets estimated at over 
$1,500,000. Subsequently, there was some 
costly litigation over the Receiyership, and, 
after a large amount of money—not less than 
$50,000—had been spent, Mr. Grace, the second 
Receiver, withdrew in favor of Mr. O'Neill. 
whose appointment was said to be due to politi- 


eal influences, not baving any connection with 


the interests of the policy-holders. From the 
time of Mr. O’Neill’s appointment, the policy- 
holders have been unable to learn that any 
progress in particylar was being made. To in- 
quirers, the answer was given: that the Receiver 
was going along as rapidly as the courts would 
allow, ahd that the necessary litigation retarded 
progress, Very recently notice has been issued 
of the Nee epg of a Referee to pass upon 
the disputed claims. Judge Westbrook ap- 


pointed Morgan A. Dayton, Jr., of this city, 


such Referee on the 6th inst., and claims can 
be presented before him until June 16, 1879. 
Thus a first dividend cannot be declared before 
September next, at the earliest, according to 


Mr. Tobias, while it is more than probable the. 


Referee will ask for an extension of the time. 

It ts now a vear and a half since Mr. O’ Neill 
entered upon the office of Receiver, and his ap- 
parent inactivity has caused much dissatisfac- 
tion among the 1 as it naturally 
might. Mr. Tobias, hdwever, considers that the 
policy pursued is one of masterly inactivity,” 
abd that the policy-holders have been benefited 
by the delay. The reason of this is, he says, 
that the assets of the Contmental consist | 
ly of real-estate mo Ide value of t 
real estate is believed to be increasing, whereas 
forced sales of real estate, at t, would 
certainly result disastrously. Mr. O'Neill bas 
coliected, according to Mr. Tobias, about $1,000,- 
000; has foreclosed several mortgages, sold the 
real estate covered by them; and paid out some 
$200,000 in settlemest of judgments for death- 
claims—by order of Court. He could not give 
more specifically, then, what mortgages were 
foreclosed. The money collected had nearly 
ali been invested in registered 4 per cent United 
States bonds, which were deposited with a 
trust company: The bonds were issued in’ the 
name of John P. O'Neill, Receiver, and could 
not be used in any Way as collateral, or con- 
verted into money for the Receiver’s use exceot 
by order of the Court. The actual running ex- 
penses of the office, Mr. Tobias suid, are light, 


and nearly covered by the interest received from 


the bonds. Mr. Tobias is confident in his ex- 
pression tbat the present management is direct- 
ly inthe imterest and for the benefit of the 
policy-holders. He believes there has 
great dishonesty in convection with the Contt- 
nentalin otber days, but that the present Re- 
ceiver-is working economically for the best god 
of those interested.

TRADE IN ILLINOIS. 


Business Never Better. 
Correspondence New Yor® Builetin. 
Cod, Dec. 21.—In a tour of observation 
this week through Illinois, we spent a day ata 
large corn-buying railroad station. The thought 
occurred to us that at the present time, while 
there was so much talk ef low prices of prod- 


.uce,” it might bring out some economie wet to 


inquire of one or two retail stores with regard 
to the state of trade. The first fact to be borne 
in mind is, that the community were exclusive- 
ly engaged in growing corn and feeding hogs. 
The corn was selling for 20 cents per bushel, the 


hogs for $2.25 per 100. 
We first visited a millinery shop where 


the range of work done in a country town is not’ 
‘exclusively confined to bead-wear, but combines 


articles of wearing apparel, such as cloaks, 
dresses, ef. The lady received us politely, and, 
when informed of the nature of our call, gave us 
the following: 

„ Why, my dear sir, my trade was never bet- 
ter. 44 sold goods in this town when corn 
was bringing 30 cents, and hogs selling for from 
$4.50 to $5 — hundred, and my sales were not 
so large as they are now.“ 

„That seems to us a very singular state of 
affairs. We read so much in the papers of the 
discontent of the farmers, ana of their beid& 
obliged to go without many of the comforts 
of life. How do you account for it!“ we asked. 

‘Well, I do not know as Jean. This fall, 
when I laid in my stock. | bought very care- 
fully and closely, paid cash for all I bought, and 
now when a farmer's wife comes M am able to 
offer her my goods lower tin ever. Very few 
ask for cré@it. Look over there and sce all 
those thick, heavy cloaks we have been making, 
and they will all be paid for when they are 
taken out of the sho». 1 have sold more bon- 
nets, made more new dresses and other gar- 
ments, this fall than ju any previous year of my 
trade here.”’ 

„How do you think farmers are doing!“ 

„Wu. those who are out of debt were never 
better eff than they are to-day. It is only 
the poor, shiftless farmers that make this 
howl.’’ ! 

We made another call; this time upon a first- 
class country storekeeper, where the sales ina 
year amount to hundreds of thousands of dol- 

ars. Well, how’s trade!“ 

„First rate. Best we've ever had. Never 
sold as many goods in a season as this fall and 
winter.“ 

Doing much credit business!“ 

% Very little. Somehow the farmers do not 
seem to exvect it. We have been giving less 
and less credit for the last two years, until now 
we do almost a cash business.” 

“Ts there much grumbling among farmers 
about prices of their produce: 

“Well, no. You see, the fact is, everything 
they have to buy is so very cheap that for the 
price of a load of corn a farmer gets more for it 
in trade than be ever did before.“ 

“Then you do not think the farmers are 
worse off than everybody!“

A MARVELOUS CAREER. 


The Life of Frank J. Moses, of Seuth Caro- 


lina—Governor, Robber, Milliemaire, Beg- 

gar, and Fugitive.

cipal incidents in the life of the notorious Frank 


J. Moses, ex-Governor of South Carolina. It is. 


well known that this man’s career has been one 
of the most remarkable that this wayward Re- 
pyblic bas ever developed; but Mr. Carroll's 
story brings to light numerous inside faets re- 
garding him, that will be read with interest and 
astonishment, even by those most familiar with 
the life of this, until recently, singularly 
lucky soldier of fortune.

A good shot, full of energy, 
a reckless rider, always lavish with bis money, 
warm-hearted and impulsive, he became the 
leader, the favorite also, of all the young men.

by a number of choicg spirits, crossed from 
Charleston, and, be the permission of the Goy- 
ernor, the young gentleman, who subsequently 
oceupied his patron’s shoes asa “ peace and re- 
construction Governor, with his own baads 
helped to pull down his country’s flag, and thus 
enact the first. scene in the bloody War of the 
Rebellion. The article makes him out to have 
been a Rebel to the core, and in conversation 
and claims a very flery one indeed. He was 
intensely popular, and night have commaaded 
a brigade in the Rebel army; but Frank did 
not love the smell of powder or the taste of 
bullete, and so he lost caste by accepting the 
comfortable position of couscript officer. 

When the War closed, when the Rebellion had 
been crushed out, and the Rebels, starvingjand 
in rags, returned to their desolate homes, Frank 
Moses, like the rest, found himself a beggar and 
without sympathy or friends. He at once set 
about meking bimeseif agreeable to the Union 
oflicers stationed in and about Sumter. 
succeeded so well that the wnole Moses family 
was soon living, if not sumptuousiy, at least 
comfortably, on Government rations. Indeed, 
there is to this day current in South Caroliva a 
weill-authenticated story to the effect thet he 
not only supplied bis household with provisions 
from the Federal Commissary, but that he drew 
much more than he wanted for his own use, and 
sold many a Government ration tothe families 
of Rebels who were too proud to draw them in 
the regular way. Soon he obtained the position 
of Assistant Provost Judge, and employed 
his father in ali cases that came before 
him. He made up his mind to base his 
fortune on tue of negroes, and, in his po- 
sition as Assistant Provost Judge, he lost no 
opportunity of flattering aud beimending them. 
So be gained great popularity and influence 


| among the freedmen, and when the time came 


they were only too ready to follow his leader- 


ship. He got the negroes to elect him delegate 


to the Constituti Convention of 1867, the 


year of the enfranchisement of the blacks, and 
was elected on Scott’s ticket as Adjutant and 


Inepector General.

be the presiding officer of the House, and, in 
spite of the bitter, though at first po- 
N on the part of rival leaders, who had in 
the Meantime appeared in the party, he was 
elected.

General and Speaker. During this time he

After his re-election as Speaker be began, in 
earnest, a career of corruption, “ fee-taking,”’ 
bribery, and robbery, w for extent and 
audacity, is without a paraliel in the history 
of any English-speaking people: As he became 
more secure he became boider, until, to borrow 
an expression of “ Bob * Teombs, a recital of 
his crimes atalnst taxpayers and the State 
would ** fatigue the indignation.’’ He had ab- 
solutelv no shame; there seemed to be no limit 
to his capacity for squandering, throwing away 
money. He was reckless, hareiaced to a degree 
which almost excited the admiration of the peo- 


ple be robbed. Aud, in spite of his terrible 


record, he was every day making new friends. 
Try as they would, the leaders of his 
party could not resist his many pogers of 
fascination. He poured out his m like 
water, gave pocketfuls to all who asked, was 
the life of every company, and, though 
he drawk little or inothing, the joliest dog 
among “jolly dogs,” the leader in every 
debauct&{ 80, in spite of his immense income, 
be was neariy always in need of funds, but it 
was then the creed of his life that what he 
wanted .be would have, and to have he was 
obliged to steal. If a bill was to be passed, 
Mr. Speaker Moses boldiy and unbiushbingly 
asked for $1,000 to pass it. On one occasion a 
deputation of citizens waited ou him to get a 
pill regulating the public sale of bonds passed. 
it was amuch-needed measure, but Moses asked 
for $10,000 worth of the bonds to compensate 
him for passing it. In spite of the oceans 
of indignation poured upon bim, he insisted on, 
aud obtained the reward. His theory, openly 
expressed, was that if a bill deserves to be- 
come a law it was worth payin@tor, and that if 
it was pot worth paying for it was not worth 

sing. So it became geverally understood 
that people interested ih legislation, before they 
could hope to succeed, would be obliged to step 
up to the Speaker’s office and settle. 

He secured the passage of a law which gave 
him power to issue what are called pay-certifi- 
cates, or Speaker’s warrants,—in othe? words, 
drafts upon the Treasury,—which were made by 
him at will, almost without question or super- 


| vision, aud which the Treasurer of the State was 


ebliged to pay, even to the exclusion of other 
claims. So, at last, Mr. Moses was in posses- 
sion of what he had long desired. He was the 
director of a monéy-mill, and could spend at 
his pleasure. He was one of the oricinal mfla- 
tionists. He thought at first that the Speaker’s 
seal and signature upon a piece of Paper could 
make a promise-to-pay legal-tender. And as 
long as there was money in the Treasury to 
meet the demands so made, the pay-certificates 
were. indeed, as good as United States notes. 
The Speaker’s clerks were kept busy stamping, 
sealing, and presenting them for signature. 
There was now no limit to his gen- 
erosity. His warrants could be bad tor 
the asking. They could be used in 
payment of “the contingent expeuses”’ 
of the Legislature, according to the 
law. and, under this provision, they were paid 
out to all softs of persons aud for all sorts of 
purposes. They were issaed to buy horses and 
mules tor colored men who had served the 
Speaker, to stock the farms of men living in 
remote parts of the State. who not only had no 
connection with the Legislature, but — had 
never seen the State-House.

TUE NEW DEAL. 

Yesterday was change-day in such of the 
county institutions where the wisdom of the 
County Board had said there should be changes 
made,—notably in the County Agent’s office and 
the County Hospital. -At the former place the 
changes were ſew, and what they were hac been 
agreed on the cvening before at the Agent’s 
residence. Several Commissioners and the em- 
ploves of the office called on Capt. McGrath to 
give him a surprise, and, taking advantage 
of the occasion, the changes were agreed 
upon, but will not be made public until this 
morning. They will consist, bowever, of the 
discharge of three visitors and the appointment 
of three in their places. The presents they 
brought with them consisted of a /arge frame 
containing the photographs of Mr. McGrath, 
and all bis assistants, a silver tea set to Mrs. 
McGrath, und a gold cross to Nicholas Ecx- 
bardt, A«sistant County Agent, all the gift of 
the employes. The usual presentation speeches 
were made, the inner man Was pourisbed, aud 
it was not until 3 o’ciock in the Morning that 
the company dispersed. It is scarcely necessary 
to add that the County ent’s office was not 
open yesterday, and that tne Cvtmmissioners 
and employes were late making their calls. 

AT THE COUNTY HOSPITAL

The dirt 
could be scraped ud on some of the fluors, the 
keys were missing, and the kitchen had to be 
broken into. The linen room had the appear- 
ance of baving been recently robbed. There 
was absolutely nothing left in it but dirt, and 
the result was there was not wherewith to 
change the beds. ‘Ihe store-room was also de- 
pleted, and out of two cases of eggs 
brought in the evening before there was 
not enough len for a hearty meal 
for ope person. A barrel of vinegar brought iu 
a few days beiore was found emp.iy, owing to 
some one leaviug the spiggot out, and they had 
to send out and purchase provisions for oreak- 
fest. In fact, the whole insiitatwm had tne 
appearance of baving been gutted, for there 
was Very little left except the superabundance 
of dirt, which covered the floors, the walls, the 
woodwork, and every available spot around the 
premises.

THE RAILROADS. 


NATIONAL RAILROAD BUREAU. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

SPRINGFIELD, Dec. 31.—It is admitted that 
the transportation question is assuming à se- 
rious complexion; that the difficulties under 
which the railroads are struggling compet! them 
to a course of action which precludes the ides 
of fairness and the observance for any long 
period of pool arrangements or resolutions of 
conventions; that competition is fierce, and 
agreements to control are almost useless; that 
the railroads are in a dilemma. If they charge 
nigh freight rates, business will leave them. It 
they charge low rates, they cannot meet interest 
or pay dividends. These admissions are ali true, 
as the recent experience of railroads proves. 

But it is also said that the question of trans- 
portation is beyond the province of a National 
Bureau, and the reason seems to be because wo 
Legisiature can regulate the conditions of sup- 
ply and demand in the commercial relations 
of the country. These assertions are by no 
means evident. 

If the evils complained of do really exist; if 
the system to which they belong is so vast and 
comprehensive as to be beyond the control of 
State laws; if Congress, under the Constitution, 
has the power to regulate commerce among the 
several States, then it follows, of course, that 
it is within the province of a National Bureau to 
take cognizance of these evils, and if possible 
to apoly a — ny, 4 

The assertion that no Legislature can regu- 
late the conditions of supply and demand” is a 
most glaring mistake. bis is the very object 
which Legislatures are coutinuaily regulating. 
Mapy years ago there was a demand ior the 
products of the West to supply the wants of 
the crowded population of the East, and the 
Legislature of New York authorized the con- 
struction of the Erie Canal, and thereby regu- 
latei the conditions of supply and demand. 
The Iliinois & Michigan Canal was constructed 
under authority of State law ior the same pur- 
pose and like effect. The removal of 
obstructions ip the gavigation of our 
rivers, the improvement of our harbors, 
and the construction of jetiies at the 
mouth of the Mississippi by the General Govern- 
ment are ail undertaken for tue very purpose of 
regulating tae conditions of supply and demaad 
in che commercial relations of the country and 
the world. The Corn laws of Eugland and the 
tariff system of our own country have the same 
ooject in view. The circulation of gold and sil- 
ver io the channels of commerce depends upon 
the laws which are passed for the regulation of 
trade. The Goverameni may place au embargo 
upon our products, or estaodlish a commercial 
quarantine. or open our ports unreservedly to 
the commerce of the world. In fact, the history 
ot any commercial nation consists princigally of 
the opeFation of laws wuich were passed for the 
very purvose of ‘regulating the conditions of 
supply and demand. 

is, therefore, strictly within the province of 
law and of a National Bureau to regulate the 
rauroad system oi the country in such a Way 
that the demands and wants of the various 
sections of our widespread country shall 
be supplied iu the most expeditious and 
economical manner. it is not contended 
that the railroad system should be antagonized 
or restricted, but, on the contrary, that it 
should be developed and made to produce, for 
the benefit of ail classes concerned, all the ad- 
vantages oi which it is capable. It 1s a difficult 
problem to solve. It wil require untiring exer- 
tions, @ice discrimination, sound judgment, ex- 
tensive information, inflexible vigor, and incor- 
raptible integrity. 

The detaiis of the Bureau will necessarily be 
intricate and voluminous, but a few geferal 
principles may go tar towards solving the difli- 
culty. While toe Bureau should possess para- 
mount authority, it should be auxiliary only, 
not antagonistic, to the railroad system. Its 
object should be to foster and extend, while at 
the same time it should protect the interests of 
the people. While on the one hand it should 
preserve the rights ct the stockhoider and bond- 
holder as far as possible, it should, on the other, 
prevent extortion and oppression. The produc- 
ious of the soil and articles ef manulacture 
should carried the greatest distance 
at the lowest rates consistent with the interests 
of the owners of the road, as modified by tne 
Corporations 
that derive their existence from the Legisiature 
ought not to be allowed to absorb gn undue 
proportion of the cagital of the country. If the 
general business of the land vields only 6 per 
cent on the capital invested, railroads ought to 
be restricted to near the same amount; because 
whatever they gain more than their due propor- 
tion is the loss of tae ple, from whom they 
obtain their cigrters. it is true that they may 
not have paid a6 cent dividend for past 
years, but this maß have been by ex- 
travagance in construction of roads, the high 
salaries of officers, and mismanagemeut of 
funds,—ail of wich should be placed under the 
supervision of tbe National Bureau as well as 
freights and charges. In afew years we may 
discover our mistake in having granted monop- 
olies, whereby Vanderbilt, or Scott, or Gar- 
rett, or the corporotions they represent, 
have accumulated hundredg of millions 
of dollars, to the injury of the masses 
of the people. We ought to adhere 
tothe principle that if we grant exclusive priv- 
ileges to a corporation, we should exercise the 
rightof imposing conditions in consideration of 
the privilege. If we have not done so hereto- 
fore, we should do so hereafter, and limit the 
salaries of officers so as to correspond with sal- 
aries in other departments of business, and also 
the dividends of stocknolders and interest on 
bonds, so as to correspond with the average in- 
come in other Kinds ot business, and check the 
reckless expenditure of money which has char- 
acterized so many of our roads. When the peo- 
ple part with their rights to those ch¥rtered 4 
monopolies they should impose limitations for 
their own safety, and secure, if possible, a fair 
division of the profits for themselves. 

I am aware that this is a delicate subject and 
may require careiul management. But if our 
law declares that our Governor and other State 
Officers shall receive fixed salaries, why should 
nota railroad charter do the same thing! If 
the Governor is allowed only $6,000 per annum, 
why should a railroad President be allowed 
$20,000! If the Attorney-General receives only 
$3,500 per annum, why should a ‘railroad 
-attorney receive $15,000! These salaries are all 
derived from charters political or otherwise; 
they are all paid bythe people directly or 
indirectly; they are all conferred in considera- 
tion of exclusive honors or privileges, and they 
should ail be controlled by. the power that 
grants them.

The union thus 
effected will have a tendency to harmonize con- 
flicting interests, and render open- hostilities 
out of the question—at least so long as the 
tariff is lived up to and remaius iu force. 


POISONED SUGARS. 
To the Editor of The Tritune. 

Lake Fortsr, III., Dec. 31.—We propose to- 
day to discuss the merits and demerits of differ- 
ent kinds of sugars. But there are some obsta- 
cles in our path. While we bave some general 
knowledge of the chemicals used, we need a 
more definite idea how and in what way they 
are applied. The refiners are very obstinate, 
and refuse to enlighten us oo the subject. Con- 
trary to the general order of things in the ptes- 
ent age of the world, they prefer to keep us in 
ignorance on @ subject of vital importance to 
the people. The almost universal cry is Light, 
hght: give us more light; but the sugar-refivers 
choose darkness. Hence we are compelled, in 
the main, to seek: for knowleage from other 
sources. The employes, standing in fear of the 
giant power of the Sugar Ring, dare not dis- 
close their secrets. One of them, however, did 
write me as follows: Lou are undoubtedly on 
the right track, and, if you can get the inside of 
our sugar-refineries, will find your theories of 
adulteration fully confirmed. 1 had to copy the 
inventory of a refinery, lately, and among the 
items was this one: Ten iull -carboys of muri- 
atic acid, and six empty ones.’ There was also 
mentioned among some memoranda in regard 
to manufacture, ‘muriate of tin,’ ‘sulphuric 
acid, and sulphurous acid, and others which 1 
dave forgotten.“ 1 

1 addressed a letter of inquiry to auotber em- 
ploye. In his answer de says: I bave a sus- 


picion— perhaps something more— that all the 


ners use deleterious substances in the proc- 
ess of refining, but are ail very reticent about 


talking.”’ 

During thé last few weeks there has been con- 
siderable said in the Eastern papers about the 
adulteration with glucose, and poisoning with 
the muriate of tin, but nothing has been said 
about the other chemicals equaliy objectionable 
and equally destructive of health. 

Other poisons have been used freely for more 
than twenty years before muriate of tin was 
thought of. All this time dyspepsia, diabetes, 
and heart-disease have been increasing at a fear. 
ful rate, and poisoned sirups and sugars have 
contributed towards these forms of invalidism 
more than anything else. 

Do they thus keep silence because the tin and 
glucose cannot easily be conceaied from the skill 
of the chemist. while the acetate of lead and 
other chemicals cant The ostrich imagines that 
by hiding its head in the sand it can screen itself 
from all danger. Do they, in like manner, by si- 
lence on this subject, think they are going to 
save the consumers of poisoned sugar from ali 
injury! Dothey think that nothing else can act 
as a slow poison unless it can be made mapilest 
by analysis! 

The following remarks from the New York 
Star are as applicable to the acetate of lead as 
they are to the muriate of tin: 

But the refiner and his employed chemist 
will tell us that muriate of tin is only used as a 
bleacher, and that, if there is a prover cleaning- 
up after the refining process 4 completed. all 
injurious matters will be rémoved. This is 


meant fora blind, but it does not help their 


case in the least. It is true that the residuum 
may be entirely removed, and not a trace be dis- 
coverable of this bleacher- adulteraut, but nev- 
@rtheless the mutiate of tin is there. How can 
you prove it!“ they say. Well, you spotless 
specimens of chemical innocency, in this way: 
Is not the muriate of tina salt? Is it not soiu- 
ble? And does not its solubilitv enable you tu 
use it as a bleacher and mordant! And, if this 
is admitted, please tell us bow you retain the | 


bleaching power of the chlorine, and hold the 


color given to the su during the process of 
refining, if the muriate of tin is entirely re- 
moved when vou clean up? And, lastiy, we sd 
that were you to attempt its precipitation you 
would have to do your work over again in order 
to manufacture the beautiful B,. C, and 
C extra.’ ”’ 

Is the silence of these men in relation to the 
acetate of lead and other chemigals to be as- 
cribed to the fact that they wish to retain their 
use, while they think that tin and gl 
ought to be abandoned? Mv experience ob- 
servation convince me that they are more objec- 
tionable than glucose. ö 

Renners and grocers make two classifications 
of sugars—the soit and the hard. Tue soft are 
the coffee, both white and brown, and all moist 
sugars. Most of the granulated are also soft, 
as they are made from the Coffce ** A” by being 
baked. Formerly they were made from the 
hard sugars, but probably not a barrel of genu- 


dearest sugars any one can parchase, even if not 
adulterated with glucose. If adulterated with 
that article their value is diminished still more. 

Let us pow consider the hard sugars. For- 
merly they were re witb blood and bone-dust, 
without chemicals. bh were periectiy waole- 
some. The tender iniant and the greatest in- 
valid could usethem with perfect impunity. 
About thirty years ago an English chemist 
the discovery that sugar might be refined with 
the acetate of lead much easier and with far 
less expense than by the old process. The lead 
can be neutralized to such an extent that it can- 
not be detected by analysis. Therefore some 
say that sugar refined with that agent is harm- 
less. Whether it can be removed so as not to 
injure the consumers is more than the writer | 
can say. Of one thing be is certain: it bas 
not generally been done. It effect is not the 
same as the coffee-sugars, causing irritation and 
pain in the stomach. It causes irritation of the 
bowels, producing bleeding piies. The refiners, 
one after another, adopted the use of lead. 
When a part of them had done so, tne rest were 
compelled to follow suit or quit the business. 
If they continued the old process they couid not 
compete with those working under the new, 
without being driven into — 

Not wit ing all we have said against the 
bard — — e have a favorable word to say 
concern them in contrast with the soft. 
Since the commencement of the discussion of 
adulteration the refiners have probably re- 
nounced glucose. They have also probably 
made a greater effort to neutralize the lead, so 
that in these respects the bard sugars are purer 
than they have been fora long time. 1 do not 
believe there has been as much im ement in 
the soft sugars. Therefore I — the hard 
sugars much safer than the others. II such is 
the case, it would be very desirable that the re- 
finers should give up the practice of making 
their so-called granulated out of Coffee A.“ and 
give to the public a genuine granulated hard 


sugar. 2 
dome will probably asx the question whetber 
it is possibie to obtain pure New Orieans sugars. 
In reply I would say that a portion of this class 
light brown coffee

from the sin of adultering with glucose. 
are, however, some pure plantation sugars. 
From what I have been able to learn, I tutuk 
that Mr. Walker’s Louisiana sugar is as pure as 
aus that can be found in Chicago.
